Harvey Garrison, son of his victim 
acting as assistant executioner, Alf 
Hunter .alias Jam es Kingsbury, a ne­ 
gro, was hanged at the Blaine coun­ 
ty jail, 
Watonga, Friday morning. 
With his death the m urder of Sheriff 
G. \ \ . Garrison of Oklahoma coun­ 
ty was legally avenged. 
To the last moment the negro main 
tained an unfaltering demeanor and 
while on the scaffold delivered him­ 
self to a lengthy oration in which he 
offered an explanation of his crime. 
It ended with a prayer. The execu­ 
tion was witnessed by about seventy- 
five persons who were admitted in­ 
side the twenty foot walls of the en­ 
closure by Sheriff George McArthur, 
who 
directed 
the 
proceeding 
and 
sprung the trap. Among them were 
several women, and officials repre­ 
sentatives from all over the state. 
Jack Hunter, brother of the prison­ 
er, and George Woodruff, a negro 
m inister from Anadarko, were the 
only negroes present. Joe Hunter, the 
prisoner’s father, would not witness 
his son’s death and listened for the 
dropping of the trap door from the 
j rear of the county jail, praying. He 
claimed his son’s body immediately 
after it was cut down. 
Originally planning the execution 
for 7 a. rn., Sheriff McArthur was 
persuated to delay the proceedings 
by County Attorney boardman, who 
wished to extend courtesy to Okla­ 
homa City visitors whom he knew to 
be coming on a morning train. 
Promptly at 10:30 the procession 
from the death cell to the gallows 
commenced. It was headed by Fath­ 
er P. P. Scaheffer of Union City who 
carried a crucifix and who was follow 
ed by Sheriff McArthur, Deputy Sher-

In connection with the appointment 
of Judge D. A. Richardson of Du­ 
rant, to the bench of the criminal 
court of appeals, Governor Haskell 
has given out a letter from “Bert” 
Tillotson of Nowata, declining the po­ 
sition. It follows: 
“Hon. C. 'N. Haskell, Governor, Guth­ 
rie, Okla.: 
“My Dear Governor: 
I sincerely 
appreciate your kindness in offering 
me the position of judge of the crim­ 
inal court of appeals to fill the va­ 
cancy soon to occur, and that you 
have left it to my judgment as a 
lawyer to decide whether in view of 
the fact that I am a member o/ the 
legislature whether, under the law, 
I would be entitled to resign that 
position and accept the judgeship. 
“While it would be a personal loss 
to me to accept the position, which 
any lawyer "of the state might well 
appreciate, and although I well ap­ 
preciate, your considering me in con­ 
nection with the case in the first 
place, I would be scarcely able to 
suffer the loss of abandoning my 
legal practice. But above all things, 
as you have asked me to examine 
the laws as to my right to accept the 
place, I must necessarily give you 
my unprejudiced opinion and in my 
judgment the spirit of the law, jf not 
the techincal letter of it, would not 
make it advisable. I believe that I, 
like every loyal citizen of the state, 
should uphold the intent and spirit 
of the law and since you have trust­ 
ed me to analyze the question as a 
lawyer I believe that we should re­ 
solve the legal doubt in favor of 
the legal intent of 
the 
law, 
and 
therefore, I should not accept How­ 
ever, I sincerely appreciate the con­ 
fidence you have put in me. Sincerely 
yours, J. A. Tillotson.”

Harvey Garrison, son of his iflctim 
acting as assistant executioner, Alt 
Hunter .alias James KTngsbury, a ne- 
gro, was hanged at the Elaine coun- 
ty jaii, Watonga, Friday morning 
With his death the murder of Sheriff 
G. W. Garrison of Oklahoma coun- 
ty was legally avenged. 


To the last moment the negro main 


tained an unfaltering demeanor and 
while on the scaffold delivered him- 
self to a lengthy oration in which he 
offered an explanation of his crime 
It ended with a prayer The execu- 
tion was witnessed by about seventy- 
five persons who were admitted in- 
side the twenty foot walls of the en- 
closure by Sheriff George McArthur, 
who directed the proceeding and 
sprung the trap. "Among tKeirf^w 
several women, 'and officials repre- 
sentatives from all over the state 


Jack Hunter, brother of the prison- 


er, and George Woodruff, a negro 
minister from Anadarko, were the 
only negroes present Joe Hunter, th« 
prisoner's father, would not witness 
lis son's death and listened for the 
dropping of the trap door from the 
rear of the county jail, praying. He 
claimed his son's body immediately 
after it was cut down. 


Originally planning the execution 


for 7 a. m., Sheriff McArthur was 
persuated to delay the proceedings 
by County Attorney boardman, who 
wished to extend courtesy to Okla- 
homa City visitors whom he knew to 
be coming on a morning train. 


Promptly at 10.30 the procession 


from the death cell to the gallows 
commenced. It was headed by Fath- 
er P P. Scaheffer of Union City who 
carried a crucifix and who was follow 
ed by Sheriff McArthur, Deputy Sher-

The negro needed no support and 


flrmly ascended the 
steps 
of 
the 


scaffold. As he entered the enclosure 
the spectators doffed their hats and 
stood bareheaded * under the blaz- 
ing sun until the man was pro- 
nounced dead, some 40 minutes lat- 
er. 


On the scaffold were waiting Sher- 


iff M. C Bmion of Oklahoma county 
who had arrived early in the day 
in an automobile, T L. Garrison, 
former sheriff of Montague county, 
Texas, and now of Duncan, Okla, the 
brother of Q. W. Garrison and Har- 
vey and Brick Garrison, the murder- 
ed man's sons. The formal question 
as to whether he had anything to 
say was answered by Hunter at 
length. 


Hunter Hakes Speech. 


"I am bound here like a sheep for 


the slaughter," was the statement of 
the prisoner in brief. "I can't get 
away and I know I am going to be 
killed. The cause of my being here 
.s the fact that no justice is afforded 
to the negro race. I could obtain 
none in Arkansas and I could get 
none here, so I was forced to be- 
come a fugitive and carry a gun. I 
am sorry for the death of Sheriff 
Garrison. I know he was a good and 
brave man 1 killed him in fair fight, 
however, and if I had been white I 
would not have hung for the deed. I 
am not a criminal nor a habitual 
awbreaker but am a' victim of cir- 
cumstances. In conclusion I would 
say that although I am not a brave 
man, justice is the only thing that 
I ever begged for, and right in tliia 
court house men stood up and swore 
lalsely against me and against 'El- 
ls, who is at present in jail because 
he was supposed to have been my 
accomplice. They swore by the God 
that gave them life and I pray that 
he will forgive them as I do now. 
Well, friends, I bid you good-bye. I ( 
die In a great faith and pray for you 
all, that you may meet me In the 
land of rest. Amen, amen." 


Mrs. Garrison Forgives.

from Mrs. G. W. Garrison from San 
Antonio, Texas.

Nowata lawyer Explains Why He Re- 


fused Criminal Court Jndgeship. 


in connection with the appointment 


of Judge D. A. 'Richardson of Du- 
rant, to the bench of the criminal 
court of appeals, Governor Haskell 
has given out a letter from "Bert" 
Tlllotson of 'Nowata, declining the po- 
sition. It follows: 
"Hon. C N. Haskell, Governor, Guth- 


rte, Okla : 
"My Dear Governor: 
I sincerely 


appreciate your kindness in offering 
me the position of judge of the crim- 
inal court of appeals to fill the va- 
cancy soon to occur, and that you 
have left it to my judgment as a 
lawyer to decide whether in view of 
the fact that I am a member of the 
legislature whether, under the law, 
I would be entitled to resign that 
position and accept the judgeship. 


"While it would be a personal loss 


to me to accept the position, which 
any lawyer -of the state might well 
appreciate, and although I well ap- 
preciate, your considering me in con- 
nection with the case in the first 
place, I would be scarcely able to 
suffer the loss of abandoning my 
legal practice. But above all things, 
as you have asked me to examine 
the laws as to my right to accept the 
place, I must necessarily give you 
my unprejudiced opinion and in my 
judgment the spirit of the law, Jf not 
the techlncal letter of It, would not 
make it advisable. I believe that I, 
like every loyal citizen of the state, 
should uphold the intent and spirit 
of the law and since you have trust- 
ed me to analyze- the question as a 
lawyer I believe that we should re- 
solve the legal doubt -in favor of 
the legal intent of the law, \and 
therefore, I should not accept How- 
ever, I sincerely appreciate the con- 
fidence you have put In me. Sincerely 
yours, j. A. Tlllotson."

closure by Sheriff George McArthur, 
who directed 
the proceeding and 


Sprung the trap. Among tKeirT^we're" 
several women, 'and officials repre- 
sentatives from all over the state 


Jack Hunter, brother of the prison- 


er, and George Woodruff, a negro 
minister from Anadarko, were the 
only negroes present Joe Hunter, the 
prisoner's father, would not witness 
his son's death and listened for the 
dropping of the trap door from the 
rear of the county jail, praying. He 
claimed his son's body Immediately 
after it was cut down. 


Originally planning the execution 


for 7 a. m., Sheriff McArthur was 
persuated to delay the proceedings 
by County Attorney boatman, who 
wished to extend courtesy to Okla- 
homa City visitors whom he knew to 
be coming on a morning train. 


Promptly at 10.30 the procession 


from the death cell to the gallows 
commenced. It was headed by Fath-

firmly ascended the 
steps 
of the 


scaffold. As he entered the enclosure 
the spectators doffed their hats and 
stood bareheaded' under the blaz- 
ing sun until the man was pro- 
nounced dead, some 40 minutes lat- 
er. 


On the scaffold were waiting Sher- 


iff M. C Binion of Oklahoma county 
who had arrived early in the day 
in an automobile, T L. Garrison, 
former sheriff of Montague county, 
Texas, and now of Duncan, Okla, the 
brother of Q. W. Garrison and Har- 
vey and Brick Garrison, the murder- 
ed man's sons. The formal question 
as to whether he had anything to 
say was answered by Hunter at 
length. 


Hunter Hakes Speech. 


"I am bound here like a sheep for 


the slaughter," was the statement of 
the prisoner in brief. "I can't get 
away and I know I am going to be 
killed. The cause of my being here 
is the fact that no justice Is afforded 
to the negro race. I could obtain 
none in Arkansas and I could get 
none here, so I was forced to be- 
come a fugitive and carry a gun. I 
am sorry for the death of Sheriff 
Garrison. I know he was a good and 
brave man I killed him in fair fight, 
however, and if I had been white I 
would not have hung for the deed. I 
am not a criminal nor a habitual 
lawbreaker but am a' victim of cir- 
cumstances. In conclusion T would 
say that although I am not a brave 
man, justice is the only thing that 
I ever begged for, and right in this 
court house men stood up and swore 
falsely against me and against 'El- 
lis, who is at present in jail because 
he was supposed to nave been my 
accomplice. They swore by the God 
that gave them life and I pray that 
he will forgive them as I do DOW. 
Well, friends, I bid you good-bye. I ( 
die In a great faith and pray for you 
all, that you may meet me in the 
land of rest. Amen, amen."
